Many Benefit 
Under Will 
Of Dr. Barlow! 

Bequests Indicate Disposi¬ 
tion Of Estate Worth 
More Than $100,000 

'Designating his estate as "in 1 
excess of $10,000," although from 
bequests listed it was indicated it : 
probably will run well over the 
$100,000 mark, the will of the 
late Dr. Walter Jarvis Barlow, 
Sierra Madre philanthropist and 
founder of the Barlow sani- 
torium, was filed this week for 
probate. 

Beneficiaries include his family, 
charities and 29 other persons 
and organizations. 

The Barlow sanitorium, which 
the doctor launched in 1904 and 
which has since become the 
model institution of its kind in 
the west, was bequeathed $30,000 
outright from Dr. Barlow's 
estate. 

Mrs. Marion Jarvis Barlow, his 
wife, was bequeathed the family 
home at 675 West Highland ave¬ 
nue, together with the residue of 
the estate not specifically desig¬ 
nated to other persons. 

The three children, Walter 
Jarvis Barlow, Jr., Strasbourg, 
France; Mrs. Catherine Lent Bar- 
low, 207North Berendo St., 
Los Angeles, and Mrs. John P. 
McWilliams, 1666 Magnolia Drive, 
Cleveland, O., share equally in a 
previously established trust, the 
will stated. 

Dr. Barlow’s brothers, William 
E. Barlow and John C. Barlow, 
and a sister, Gertrude B. Tal- 
madge, were each left $10,000. 

To each of his personal em¬ 
ployes Dr. Barlow left $100 for 
each year of service, none of 
these bequests to exceed $500. 

Other bequests included $10,000 
for charitable uses, the monev to 
be handled by the Security First 
National Bank and Mrs. Barlow 
ns co-executors; $1000 to each of 
11 nieces and nephews; $5000 to 
Frances Whitaker, his secretary, 
and bequests, some as high ns 
$1500, to 11 "strangers.” 

The will was filed through the 
firm of Duque and McKinley.

Fine Program Prepared 
For Meeting In School 
Auditorium To-night 

Sierra Madre wiil join whole¬ 
heartedly today in the Nation¬ 
wide celebration of the 150th an¬ 
niversary of one of the most mo¬ 
mentous events in history— the 
signing of the Constitution of the 
United States. On September 17, 
1787 the delegates to a conven¬ 
tion called for the purpose of de¬ 
vising a means of establishing "a 
firm national government,” at¬ 
tached their signatures to the 
document marking a distinct de¬ 
parture in government—the Con¬ 
stitution. In ail other natiops in 
the world all power and authority 
went down from the throne to 
the people. Framers of the Con¬ 
stitution which begins, “We the 
people,” decreed that all power 
was inherent in the people and 
should go up from them into the 
hands of their chosen administra¬ 
tors. 

Huge celebrations of the event 
are being held throughout the 
land today, some of them to con¬ 
tinue at intervals for more than 
a year, so important is the an¬ 
niversary regarded in the lives of 
the American people. More than 
200,000 people are expected to 
participate in today’s celebration 
in Philadelphia— the cradle of 
liberty, and an equal number in 
Boston and ohter large eastern 
cities. 

Sierra Madre’s celebration will 
be held in the public school audi¬ 
torium at 8 p.m., for which an 
' excellent program has been pre- 
| pared that will include com- 
| munity singing and several 
tableaux. 

The singing will be led by a 
double quartet of trained voices 
and the tableaux will present 
many children of the school, 
citizens, members of veterans and 
patriotic organizations, and their 
' wives and sisters, and Boy 
! Scouts. 

The town meeting was called 
and will be brought to order by 
Mayor H. C. Reavis in compli- 
: ance with a request from the na¬ 
tional commission headed by 
President Roosevelt, which is di¬ 
recting the sesquicentennial cele¬ 
bration. Committees appointed by 
the mayor have not only ar¬ 
ranged tonight's program, but 
have arranged a series of events 
to follow, under the sponsorship 
of various local organizations 
over a period of a year. 

The committee wishes all those 
planning to attend tonight's meet¬ 
ing to understand that the meet¬ 
ing will open promptly at 8 
o’clock. The ushers have been in¬ 
structed that anyone who arrives 
after the program starts must 
wait in the lobby while any 
speaking is in progress. Late 
comers will be seated only during 
the community singing.

dens and economic slavery for 
every person under 45. 

The 2 per cent transactions 
tax, proposed as a means of fi¬ 
nancing the $100 plan for those 
over 45, would be a turnover tax 
on all commodities, pyramiding 
with each transaction and rais¬ 
ing the cost of food products and 
other commodities to prohibitive 
levels, as it would be levied in 
addition to the present 3 per cent 
state sales tax. It would spell 
economic disaster, as it would 
build up price resistance which 
would break down the demand 
for commodities. 

The Margett scheme of using 
the state sales tax to defray the 
costs of his $100 pension for per¬ 
sons over 60 is no less imprac¬ 
tical. In the first place, the reve¬ 
nues from the sales tax, great as 
they are, would only be sufficient 
to pay a small fraction of a $100 
per month pension to California 
residents over 60.
